Wilson to mediate between the Mexi- 
can factions with a view to restoring 
The President will withhold official 
announcement of his mediation plan 
until after a conference with Ambassa- 
Gor Wilson, which will take place on 
Monday next. This plan is that set 
forth im these dispatches yesterday. 

Mr. Lamb will call upon Gen. 
| Huerta and Gen. Carranza, the lead- 
ers of the strongest factions, and urge 
upon them, in the interest of their own 
country, mat they agree to a cessa- 
tion of hostilities and the holding of 
a fair election. 

Both Huerta and Carranza will be 
urged to take an active part in the 
election. Indeed, it is the desire of 
the administration that the fullest op- 
portunity shall be’ given every citizen 
eligible to vote under the Mexican 


Constitution, to take part in the elec- 
tion. Ample time will be given for the 
candidates to campaign. Thus, for 
the first time in its history, Mex- 
ico, if the President's offer of media- 
tion is accepted, will have an abso- 
lutely impartial election, free from 
force or coercion of any kind. Just 
how the election will be supervised is 
a detail still to be worked out. 

It is undoubtedly true that both 


Huerta and Carranza will be anxious 
for a fair count of the votes. Neither 
trusts the other, and it is therefore 
likely that American mediators will

Apparently 
more than a score of circulators se- 
cured these names. Our investigation 
of this matter, now progressing, shows;

Incorporation is the Weapon to 
which the Japanese farmer is resort- 
‘ing to nullify the new law partially. 
Oriental farmers are combining their 


farm land units and incorporating 
stock companies in the belief that 


their deaths may be transferred to 
heirs. 


The maximum life of a domestic 
corporation granted under the Cali- 
fornia law is fifty years. All of the 
Japanese land corporations that have 
been organized since the alien bill 
Was passed are formed for the limit. 
The California law also provides that 
a corporation is privil to rein- 
corporate on the exp n of its 

ers. 

Figuring that their tenure of farm- 
ing property will be safe for at least 
fifty years, or as long as they can 
expect to live, dozens of farmers from 
the Fresno, Florin, New Castle and 
other Japanese colonies are rushing to 
file articles of incorporation with the 
Secretary of State before the law be- 
comes effective, August 10. 

Twenty-four Japanese land com- 
panies filed articles of incorporation 
yesterday, bringing the total for the 
last two weeks up to more than fifty.
